Victim’s family curses defendant; one wishes him dead

him a 45-year sentence. 

Christopher A. Smith, 28, of 
Granite City, was sentenced to 
the maximum term by 
Madison County Circuit Judge 
J. Lawrence Keshner, for the 
April 4, 1998, murder of Paul 
E. Stell, 40, of Granite City. 
The sentence was the longest 
possible under a plea negotiat- 
ed by the Madison County 
State's Attorney's Office. 

“I hope that man dies,” the 
victim's sister, Louise 
Krumley of Collinsville, said 
from the stand while staring 
at the defendant. “If I could, 
I'd kill him myself. I'd rip him 
ipart.” 

Smith and another man, 
Jerry Champion, 24, of 
O'Fallon Township, were 
sharged with first-degree mur- 
der in the slaying, which 
stemmed from an argument 
over advances Stell allegedly 
made to Smith's girlfriend 
during a party at Smith's 
Granite City apartment in the 
1100 block of St. Thomas Road 

Champion and Smith both 
attempted suicide soon after 
their detention at the Madison 
County Jail, but both were 
unsuccessful 

Champion tried a second 
ime and succeeded - hanging 
himself Aug. 18.

Stell was unconscious when 
the two carried him to 
Champion's truck and drove

Champion took 
Stell from the truck and tied 
him with a rope to the back 
bumper before dragging him a 
short distance 

The rope, which had been 


secured around Stell's body, 
apparently slipped up around 
his neck, causing him to stran- 
gle as he was being dragged, 
Assistant Public Defender 
Billy Hahs said. 

Hahs asked for a sentence 
in the lower range of guide- 
lines. The least sentence for 
Smith would have been 20 
years. Assistant State's 
Attorney Don Weber sought 
the agreed-to 45-year cap 

Champion and Smith were 
brothers-in-law. Stell was an 
acquaintance of Champion 
who had never met Smith 
before that night. 

Smith tearfully apologized 
to the dozen or so members of 
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Stell's family who were pres- 
ent 

«There ain't enough apolo- 
gies in the world that I can 
make,” he said. “I don't blame 
the family for wanting me 
dead - there's been a few 
points when I've wanted to be 
dead.” 

Smith said he just wanted 
Stell out of his house and did- 
n't want the violence that 
came afterward. 

“At the time I wasn't com- 
prehending what was going 
on,” he said 

A total of three of Stell's 
family members addressed 
the judge, discussing how their 
lives had been disrupted. 

Stell's former wife, 
Charlene, said she and her ex- 
husband were planning to rec- 
oncile if he could overcome a 
long problem with alcohol. 

“Now he'll never have the 
chance,” she said. 

Keshner said he saw no 
reha tative potential in 
Smith, who has been to prison 
st three times since 1989.

Feelings of helplessness, 
anger, sadness and guilt are 
normal and must be expressed 
before they become bottled up 
and a threat to your health 
and your personal relation- 
ships. 

* Use routines to keep you 
stabilized and functioning 

With a child hospitalized or 
a spouse out of work, some 
things will undoubtedly 
change. Still, you must make 
every effort to find routines in 
your life that you can keep 
going. Day-to-day activities 
help stabilize family life and 
minimize the stress that

issue of 


leaf burning

With autumn leaves begin- 
ning to cover the ground, the 
common smell of burning 
foliage begins to linger in the 
air. But permitting or banning 
leaf-burning has cities and 
towns in the Metro East drawn 
down the middle. 

In many areas, the health 
risks from leaf burning have 
determined whether the prac- 
tice will be permitted or 
banned. The state of Illinois 
allows residents to burn their 
landscape waste. But each 
municipality is given the 
opportunity to change this law 
to be stricter as to whether or 
not to ban the practice alto- 
gether or only allow it on cer- 
tain days at certain times of 
the week. 

According to Denise 
McClearey, solid waste coordi- 
nator for Madison County, 
there has not been a bill 
passed ban g the practice, 
but every year there is a dif- 
ferent one proposed 

"They use different lan- 
guage in each one, trying to 
ban it in certain areas or the 
entire county, but they always 
drop like stones," McClearey 
said. 

The solid waste department 
can only give suggestions to 
residents for what to do with 
their landscape waste in order 
to stay away from leaf burn- 
in 














Several years ago, the state 
of Illinois made it illegal for 
the landscape waste to be 
dumped into any landfills. 

Communities wanted to 
have other options to chose 
from besides the burning of 
landscape waste. McClearey 
said other options were given 
citizens such as mulching or 
composting in their own yards. 
Cities were given the option to 
open a permitted composting 
facility in order to dispose of 
the landscape waste in some- 
where other than a landfill. 

Granite City created a leaf 
disposal facility since it 
banned the practice of leaf 
burning several years ago. 

"We are glad that banned 


leaf burning because in other 
communities you can tell dif- 
ference in the air quality," Ron 
Selph, Granite City mayor, 
said. 

Selph said since Granite is 
already an industrial commu- 
nity and the community did 
not need any more outside pol- 
lutants in the air. But he also 
said his final consideration of 
the issue came with the prob- 
lems the smoke from the leaf 
burning causes for both young 
and elderly residents in the 
community. 

"Our concern was in the air 
quality and how it will contin- 
ue to be in the future, as it 
should be," Selph said. 

Much like Granite City, 
Collinsville banned the burning 
of any landscape waste in 1998. 
With any violation of the ordi- 
nance, the individual is subject 
to a fine of no more than $750 

Shirley Basden is one citi- 
zen who is happy about the 
banning of yard waste burn- 
ing. Basden, who lives just 
outside Collinsville, said the 
situation has definitely gotten 
better 

"People are really holding 
up to the ‘no leaf burning’ poli- 
cy and every now and then you 
can smell it a little, but it has 
improved tremendously over 
the past couple of years,” 
Basden said. 

At one time, when the burn- 
ing was frequent, Basden was 
unable to leave her house at 
certain times of the day 
because of the stench of burn- 
ing materials from neighbor- 
ing subdivisions. 

In 1996, the city of 
Edwardsville passed an ordi- 
nance not allowing yard waste 
burning. Janet Haroian, chair- 
man of the public services 
committee, said the banning 
came as a result of so many 
people who were unable to 
leave their homes or even 
open their windows this time 
of year. 

"It just wasn't a fair trade- 
off that some people were not 
able to go outside without their 
inhalers or hospital visits,” 
Haroian said. "There are still 
communities close by that 

burn waste and the smell 








other irritants. 


lingers in the air, but around 
Edwardsville everyone has 
become more used to the sys- 
tem.” 

In other communities 
around the Metro East, the 
decision to ban the practice 
has many residents passionate 
about not wanting to prohibit 
it. 

In Fairview Heights, from 
October to the end of March, 
leaf burning is allowed on 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m. 

"We tried to make the deci- 
sion about leaf burning equi- 
table for those who want to 
allow’it and those who have 
health problems such as asth- 
ma," Ed Frawley, code 
enforcement officer, said. 

Frawley said there has 
been talk about changing the 
ordinance and trying to mak- 
ing the decision into something 
everyone is pleased with. 

"Sometime in 1998, we 
enacted the ordinance to 
restrict the practice to only a 
few days, but it did not come 
without a lot of controversy.” 

Frawley said the punish- 
ment for burning outside per- 
mitted hours is no less than 
$100 and each offense is count- 
ed separately. 

"We have only had a couple 
complaints a week, but noth- 
ing has been enforced yet, 
except for verbal warnings,” 
Frawley said. 

In Belleville, the ordinance 


prohibiting leaf burning, 
except at certain times, came 
from the deterioration of the 
air quality throughout the 
area. 

Yard waste burning is per- 
mitted from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
between Oct. 1 to Dec. 15 and 
April 15 to May 15. 

"It is mandatory for the 
individual to monitor the fire 
at all times and it must be 
yard waste only,” Lisa Miller, 
sanitation secretary, said. 

Yard waste only includes 
leaves, limbs and branches. 

Miller also said the burning 
was restricted to the autumn 
and the spring because during 
the winter there is nothing to 
burn. 

In O'Fallon, the legislature 
is looking for ways to ban the 
practice altogether, but they 
allow burning at certain times 
of the day, days of the week 
and months of the year. 

Residents of O‘Fallon are 
allowed to burn their yard 
waste in October, November 
and April on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Sundays from 
10 a.m. to4 p.m. 

Ben Hamm, city clerk, said 
in the next few years they 
hope to change the ordinance 
to not permit any burning of 
yard waste. 

Recently, the city pur- 
chased five Leaf Vacuuming 
machines, which allow resi- 
dents to rake their yard waste 
to the curb and be picked up 
by the machines. Residents

can also dispose of their yard 
waste at the city compound. 

Hamm said many people 
wanted to allow leaf burning 
five days a week, while others 
wanted it banned. 

"We have taken into consid- 
eration that the suffering it 
causes for people with breath- 
ing problems," Hamm said, 
"And how bad it is for the air 
when the smoke hangs so 
closely to the ground on rainy 
days.” 

In Columbia, yard waste 
burning is still permitted, but 
the city urges residents to use 
other offered means of the dis- 
posal. 

The residents are permitted 
to burn their yard waste dur- 
ing daylight hours and only on 
their own property, not in the 
street, said a city official. But, 
she said the city discourages 
burning since there is a leaf 
and limb pick-up service, 
which each resident automati- 
cally pays for monthly. 

"We don't understand why 
some people insist on doing it 
even though they're still pay- 
ing for it," she said. "But, we 
do have less and less people 
burning.” 

The issue of leaf burning 
continues to be a passionate 
topic for many people either in 
favor of the practice or those 
with health-related problems 
who are against it. The prob- 
lems with leaf burning will 
always remain as long as the 
wind blows in any direction. 





Common 
questions 
about leaf 
burning 


In Minois, leat burning is environmen- 
tal issue that causes controversy 
throughout every community. Many 
people like the smell of burning 
leaves in the fall air. Others dread the 
fall season because they suffer from 
breathing difficulties and other respl- 
ratory ailments caused by the air pol- 
lution from the burning of leaves. 


| Here are questions and answers com- 
| monly asked regarding leaf burning. 


| Js leaf burning allowed in lilinois? 


it depends on where you live. If you 
live in a county with a population over 
400,000, state law prohibits the burn 
ing of leaves. Presently Cook. 
DuPage and Lake counties all have 
populations over 400,000. 

State law does not prohibit leaf burn- 
ing in counties with populations 
under 400,000; however, there are 
state restrictions to leaf burning. 
Leaves may only be bumed on the 
Premises on which they are produced 
or at sites provided and supervised 
by local government. Local bodies of 
government may prohibit the burning 
of leaves or they may regulate burning 
by specifying times and/or weather 
conditions during which leaves may 
or may not be burned. To be sure you 
are in compliance with the law you 
should check with your local law 


enforcement agency or fire depart- 
ment. 








Can leaf burning cause harm? 

Yes. When leaves are burned, smoke 
and soot are released into the air. 
Smoke and soot are actually particu- 
late matter which become suspended 
in the air. When airbome particles are 
inhaled they may irritate the respirato- 
ry system or damage the clearance 
mechanism of the lungs thereby con- 
tributing to acute respiratory illness- 
es. 

Particulate matter can also be a nui- 
sance when it settle on cars, homes, 
patios, etc., creating a film of soot 
and causing the surface to appear 
soiled 





What precautions should | take while 
burning leaves? 

Since leaf burning is legal in some. 
parts of the State, the IEPA recom- 
mends that potential leaf burners: 

@ Consider that elderly people, peo- 
ple with heart or respiratory condi- 
tions and infants may be adversely 
affected by smoke from the burning 
leaves. 

@ Never allow leaves to burn unat- 
tended 

@ Keep the fire well under control at 
all times, and have a garden hose 
handy in case the fire does begin to 
get out of control. 

@ Do not burn leaves during periods 
of strong winds. The fire can easily 
get out of control under these condi- 
tions. 

@ Do not burn leaves when the wind 
is calm and’smoke accumulates in 
the neighborhood. If you are already 
burning leaves and the wind becomes 
calm, put the fire out. 

& Complete burning during the day- 
light hours. 

@ Do not burn wet leaves or other 
waste with your leaves. 

@ Keep burning leaves off asphalt 
and concrete road surfaces and away 
from buildings. Use a barrel as an 
incinerator to limit damage to your 





lawn from the burning leaves. 





Not everyone enjoys the autumn leaves

As the fall season begins, 
not everyone can truly enjoy 
the fall colors. 

The effects of leaf burning 
are widespread and sometimes 
dangerous to those with respi- 
ratory and pulmonary prob- 
lems. 

Smoke released contains 
fine particulate matter, carbon 
monoxide and hydrocarbons. 
Microscopic particulate mat- 
ter is then taken into the 
lungs. This matter is typically 
small enough to get caught in 
the deep parts of the lungs. 

Dan McDowell, manager of 
the pulmonary services 
department at St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center in Granite 
City, said those small parts 
add up. They can damage the 
Tungs as they try to fight the 
matter, resulting in the forma- 
tion of scar tissue and weak- 
ened lungs. With weaker

lungs, the elasticity of the 
lungs are heavily decreased. 

Asthma attacks are trig- 
gered by some kind of irritant 
released in the air from the 
smoke, McDowell said. 

In a recent study of the 
effects of leaf burning, asth- 
matic patients are three times 
as likely to have an asthmatic 
attack when exposed to leaf 
burning. 

Fifty-seven percent of 
patients with respiratory prob- 
lems, who visited the emer- 
gency room or an allergist's 
office, indicated they had 
smelled leaf-smoke in the air, 
the study showed. 

Karen Lanter, senior field 
director for the American 
Lung Association, said the 
most serious asthma attacks 
occur hours after a patient's 
exposure to the smoke. Latent 
responses occur 32 percent of 
the time with asthmatic 
patients. 

But every fall area hospi- 


tals and doctors see an 
increase in people with illness- 
es due to complications with 
respiratory problems, asthma, 
bronchitis, emphysema or 
sinus problems. 

At St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center, the number of patients 
always increases when 
autumn starts. McDowell said 
during one day shift the 
department gave 45 breathing 
treatments to asthmatic 
patients. On an average, 
McDowell said there are at 
least 100 treatments a day. 

“The treatments are differ- 
ent for each person," 
McDowell said. "Some need it 
twice a day, every six hours, 
four hours, and those with 
acute distress may need a 
treatment every two hours.”

Dr. William Johnson has 
been working as an allergist in 


Belleville since 1986 and has 
seen the same response to the 
fall every year. 

“A fair number of children 
with asthma problems have a 
story about smelling the 
smoke from the leaves burn- 
ing,” Johnson said. 

He said it is unfortunate 
how many children have just 
learned to live with the situa- 
tion by either increasing their 
medication or not going out- 
side after school or at certain 
times of the day. 

“We have had families leave 
the area because of the pollu- 
tion caused by the smoke from 
leaf burning," Johnson said. 

Dr. Chris Cruz, medical 
director of Emergency 
Services at Anderson Hospital 
in Maryville, said people with 
respiratory problems may 
need oxygen therapy and can 

fer from smoke inhalation. 

Cruz said relates many 

thing problems to the gen- 
efally bad air quality of the 


symptoms of smoke irritation. 
region. 

"We've seen an increase in 
respiratory cases in the ER,” 
Dr. Cruz said. "The farmland, 
factories, rivers and other fac- 
tors negatively affect this 
region's air.”

‘Terror before the storm’ 


It starts with the hot, dry sum- 
mer of 1931, followed by rainle: 
scorching summers throughout 
much of the decade. From Texas to 
the Dakotas, the flat, treeless coun- 
try of the Great Plains — once 
bountiful with a hardy winter 
wheat called Turkey Red — resem- 
bles a hanar landscape. Howling 
prairie winds, whipping up the 
dust, displace millions of tons of 
topsoil as far as Chicago and San 
Francisco. About 100 million acres 
of the Southern Plains —a circle 





encompassing the panhandles of 
Texas and Oklahoma, western 
Kansas and eastern Colorado and 
New Mexico — become a wasteland 
dubbed the Dust Bowl.

We tend to believe what 
we see in print. If it comes in 
a “techy” package, we tend 
to believe it more. 

Unfortunately, less is 
required to have a web-pres- 
ence than to be published in 
books or magazines. At least 
an editor or publisher 
reviews a writer’s work 
before deciding it is print- 
worthy 

Anyone with a computer 
and an Internet account can 
sell ideas or products. A 
mouse-click spreads myths 
and misinformation world. 
wide. We must figure out if 
the ideas, information or 
products we find are credi- 
ble 

Here are guidelines to 
determine if the nutrition 
information is fact or fraud 
Many of the techniques apply 
to other topics. 

* What is the source. Is it 
an individual’s home page, a 
business site, a university or 








a government source? The 
ending of the web address or 
“URL” is a clue. 

* Businesses end in 
“.com,” universities end in 
“.edu,” government sites end 
in “.gov,” and organizations 
end in “.org.” I place more 
trust in university-based 
information and government 
sites, such as the Food Safety 
Information Service or Food 
and Drug Administration. 

¢ Organizations and com- 
mercial enterprises can be 
good, but biases are more 
inherent. Conversation 
strings in chat rooms, testi- 
monials on an individual’s 
personal page, and e-mail 
scare stories featuring direc- 
tives to “forward this to 
every one you know” are 
highly suspect 

+ Is the site reviewed or 
managed by its own editorial 
board? Many of the best sites 
are run like a professional 
journal with peer review or 
an editorial board checking 
credentials and the content of 
contributors. That adds cred- 
ibility. 

e Has the site been 
reviewed by another credible 
source? Tufts University’s 
Nutrition Navigator site is a 
favorite place to begin 
searches because it rates the 
quality of many nutrition 
sites and provides links to 
them. 

« Is the information con- 
sistent with other information 
available? Do a literature 


search, if neces 





other sites, too. 

« Are there typing or 
grammatical errors? 
Technical sloppiness may 
signal sloppy facts or sloppy 
thinking. 

« Can you tell when the 
site was updated last? 
Quality sites are updated 
often and show that informa- 
tion.

Bookmark them for 
easy return

After what seems like a 
million years of hearing how 
milk keeps bones and teeth 
strong, now there is more 
nutrition news. It says dairy 
products help maintain 

heart 

too. 

There 

are choices to be made 
when composing a heart- 
healthy food palette. The 
National Academy of 
Science “DASH” diet 
(Dietary Approaches to Stop 
Hypertension) and the 
American Heart Association 
recommend using low-fat 
and fat-free dairy foods. 

In milk,*yogurt and 
cheese, low-fat is defined as 
1/2 percent or 1 percent fat. 
These low- and no-fat dairy 


products have all the calci- _ 


um of the full-fat kind, but a 
fraction of the fat, saturated 
fat, cholesterol and calories. 

For most people ages 18 
to 50, three servings of dairy 
products satisfy the recom- 
mended daily goal of 1,000 
milligrams calcium. Four 
servings of dairy (1,200 mil- 
ligrams of calcium) are 
advocated for young people 
from 9 to 18 and those at 
least 50 years old. A serving 
size is 1 cup milk or yogurt 
or 1-1/2 ounce (3/8 cup grat- 
ed) cheese. 

High blood pressure, or 
hypertension, is a leading 
cause of stroke, heart dis- 
ease, kidney failure and pre- 
mature death in this coun- 


‘The DASH diet is compat- 


ible with eating practices 
recommended for prevention 
of cancer, osteoporosis and 
heart disease. It focuses on 
practical, palatable choices 
that reduce blood pressure 
better than individual nutri- 
ents. 
_ Practical food choices 
include fruits, vegetables, 
low-fat/fat-free dairy prod- 
ucts, whole grains, poultry, 
fish and nuts, with reduced 
intake of fatty foods, red 
meat and sweets. Weight 
loss and reduced consump- 
tion of sodium and alcohol 
are diet-related factors that 
help lower blood pressure. 
To achieve balance and 
unity within a painting, an 
artist places similar colors 
and shapes in different 
areas. Similarly, small 
amounts of milk and milk 
products at a time help 
achieve a daily goal of 3 to 4 
servings of dairy products. 
For example, pour milk 
over dry breakfast cereal, 
or use the more nutritious 
substitute for water in hot 
cereal.

Buick redesigns its best-selling sedan 


By Tom Strongman 


Like so many General Motors 
divisions, Buick is attemmptin, 
woo younger buyers as it redesigns 
its core products, and the 2000 
LeSabre is a case in point. 

LeSabre has been tremendously 
popular. More than a million copies 
of this ‘V-6-powered, front-wheel- 
drive six-passenger sedan were 
sold in the last eight years. Many 
customers, say Buick, are repeat 
buyers. Keeping these customers 
happy is important, but so is get 
Hing new buyers into the showroom. 

he key product to do that is the 
2000 LeSabre. Thanks to more rak- 
ish styling, a stiffer body struc- 
ture, more standard equipment 
and better handling, the 2000 
LeSabre is a vast improvement 
over the old model. The 112.2-inch 
wheelbase is 1.4 inches longer than 
before, while overall length is 
roughly the same. Width is greater 
as well, and that results in more 
pipes room in the back seat. 

year refinements include 


for the Limited. The Limited is 
only $479 more than last year, but 
new standard equipment includes 
steering wheel radio controls, air 
filtration system, driver informa- 
tion center and cornering lamps. 

At first glance, it is easy to con- 
fuse the new car for the old one, 
but a closer look reveals a shape 
and style that has more in com- 
mon with the Park Avenue than 
the previous model. The wind- 
shield is raked back, the trunk sits 
high and wraps around tail lights 
provide traditional Buick cues.

Carpet is a purchase that 
most people don’t have to 
make very often, but it’s an 
expensive one. That’s why it’s 
important to shop with care. 
The selection you make is one 
you will be living with for 
many years. Consider how and 
where you'll want to use your 
new carpet before you shop. 

No other major family pur 
c , with the possible excep- 
tion of automobile tires, is sub- 
ject to the abuse a fami 
pet will receive. If, for in- 
stance, you're planning to

Choose the highest 
quality you can 
affor 


If you don’t personally 
know your dealer, trust in the 
quality of the brand. Over the 
long run, the “big three” 
brands, Monsanto, DuPont and 
Allied, can be relied on for 
quality and durability. Most, if 
not all, of the carpet outlets in 
the greater St. Louis area will 
carry stock from one or all of 
these labels.

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Insulation makes good investment even better 


Properly installed, it can slash energy costs, improve your home and help save the environment 


Americans waste more than 
$7 billion each year because of 
inadequate insulation in their 
homes. According to a nation- 
wide survey of building 
improvements, just adding 
attic insulation can reduce 
heating bills by 10 to 20 per- 
cent. 

The environmental costs of 
inadequate insulation are also 
high. Burning fuel and gener- 
ating electricity to heat and 
cool inadequately insulated 
homes produces as much car- 
bon emissions as 25 million 
cars. 

According to the U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) and the U.S. 
Department of Energy’s 
(DOE) Energy Star Program, 
reducing these energy costs 
and related air pollution 
requires two steps: Install 





enough insulation and do it 
properly. 

Why insulate? When proper- 
ly installed, insulation saves 
both cash and energy and 
increases comfort by reducing 
temperature differences 
throughout your home. 
Insulating also protects the 
environment by reducing your 
home’s energy use. 

Burning fossil fuels to gen- 
erate electricity for homes 
creates air pollutants responsi 
ble for smog, acid rain and 
global climate change. 


When should you insulate? 
When you’re building, remod- 
eling, residing or reroofing. By 
insulating in late winter or 
early spring, you may save 
upwards of 10 percent on 
installation costs. 


The following tips will help 
you with your insulation proj- 
ect: 


Insulation is measured by 
R-values; higher R-values 
indicate more insulation value. 
The proper R-value for your 
house depends on many fac- 
tors, including which part of 
the country you live in. 

Increasing the R-value of 
your home’s insulation before 
replacing heating and cooling 
(HVAC) systems or building 
additions may enable you to 
purchase a less expensive 
HVAC system or avoid buying 
a new one 


Choose a qualified contrac- 
tor. Get several bids, in writ- 
ing, for the same insulation 
level, but don’t necessarily 
choose the lowest bid. A quali- 


pas ay et ee 
‘omeowners often can install insulation themselves in 


attic floors, basements, new or open walls, and crawl 
space walls. If you do decide to install insulation yourself, fol- 
low the manufacturer’s instructions, and leave blown-in and 
sprayed-in insulation to the contractors.

Ask about innovative appli- 
cations, such as spray-applied 
products, insulative sheathing 
and guaranteed “inches=R- 
value” loose-fill insulation.

Be wary 


Timber growing in the woods 
is like money in the bank. But 
for many people, selling the 
timber puts them at the mercy 
of others. Potential buyers 
may know more about the 
limber than the landowners 
themselves. 

The result: landowners may 
suffer a financial loss, leaving 
them sour on the idea of 
selling timber again in the 
future, according to Mike 
Bolin, University of Illinois 
Extension forester. 

Therefore, before jumping 
into a timber sale, Bolin said 
to consider the following 
points: 


Be sure a timber harvest fits 
your forest management plan. 
Improper harvesting of trees 
can have serious implications 
on the future health and vigor 
of your woodland, so it is 
+ important to have a forest 
management plan. This plan 
identifies those trees that are 
mature and ready for harvest 
and those that should be left 
for future harvests. 





If you receive an unsolicited 
bid on your timber and you 
are not sure if it’s the right 
choice for your woodland, seek 
assistance from a professional 
forester. Giving someone with 
a chainsaw free license to your 
woods can result in damage to 
its productivity that can take 
decades to overcome, Bolin 
explained 


Don’t be pressured or get in 
a hurry. If a timber buyer 
expresses unsolicited interest 
in your timber, you can 
assume the timber has value 
So don't give in to 
high-pressure techniques or 
insinuations that the 








a short time, cautioned Bolin 
Take the time to have a 
professional forester evaluate 
your timber and the buyer’s 
offer. 


Know what you have to sell. 
Can you identify the trees in 
your woodland? Do you know 
how to measure them to 
determine their board foot 


volume? Can you identify trees 
that are ready for harvest? Do 


you know how to determine 
what types of products can be 
cut from these trees? Are you 
familiar with the markets for 
timber in your area? 

If your answer is ‘‘no’’ to 


most of these questions, you’re 


at a real disadvantage when 
it’s time to evaluate offers 
made on your timber, said 
Bolin. Seek help from either a 


consulting forester or a district 


forester from the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The district forester can 
provide limited timber sales 
assistance — taking an

providing a list of licensed 


timber buyers. A list of recent 


prices for timber throughout 
Illinois is available from your 
district forester, the Division 
of Forest Resources office in

While there is a fee for the 
services of a consulting 
forester, the expertise they 


provide in merchandising your 


timber frequently offsets the 
fee and, Bolin added, can put 
money in your pocket. 

In addition to providing the 
same help as a district 
forester, a consulting forester 
can determine fair market 
value of your trees, 
recommended buyers or 
loggers, solicit bids, conduct 
the sale for you and act as 
your agent during harvest. 
Some will also help you with 
income tax preparation as it 
relates to the timber sale 

If you elect to hire a 
consulting forester, ask for 
references and check with 
other landowners to verify 
their satisfaction with the 
forester’s assistance. The 
Illinois Division of Forest 
Resources maintains a list of 








consulting foresters practicing 
in Illinois. Their address is 600

Know the Process.

— a closing date for bids; 

— the time period allotted 
for buyers to inspect the 
timber and whether prior 
permission is needed (six 
weeks prior to the sale date is 
an acceptable time limit) ; 

— the location, date and 
starting time of the sale; 

— if any bid deposit is 
required with the bid; 

— how full payment is to be 
made; 

— and where a copy of the 
sale contract can be reviewed. 

It is important to include 
this tement: ‘“The owner 
reserves the right to refuse 
any and all bids.’’ Without it, 
Bolin cautioned, you may be 
forced to sell to Someone with 
whom you don’t want to deal. 











Solicit as many bids as 
possible, he added, for 
competition generally brings a 
more equitable price. To 
legally buy timber in Lllinois, a 
buyer must possess a current, 
valid license obtained through 
the Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources’ Division of 
Forest Resources. A list of 
these buyers is available 
through the Division of Forest 
Resources or your local 
district forester 

All offers should be made by 
sealed bid that will not be 
opened until the sale day. That 
way, buyers will know to make 
their highest bid because 
there’s no opportunity to 
change it 

For a sample copy of a 
timber sale bid announcement 
write to: Extension Forester, 
W-503 Turner Hall, 1102 S 
Goodwin Ave., Urbana, IL 
61801 or call (217) 333-2778. 

2. Administrate the sale day. 
Start the sale on time. Open 
the bids and read them aloud 
so buyers present will know 
what their competitors bid. If 
the offered price and buyer 
are agreeable to you, and 
you’ve consulted with your 
forester or legal adviser, 
announce the successful buyer 
to those present. 

If none of the offers are 
acceptable to you, announce 
that you refuse all bids. If a 
deposit was required, 
immediately return the 
deposits to unsuccessful buyers 















present. Mail the other 
deposits right after the sale 
concludes. 

3. Negotiate the timber sale 
contract. You don’t want an 
oral or handshake agreement 
A written contract serves your 
best interest 

Everything in the contract is 
negotiable and should be 
spelled out. Make sure the 
contract protects both you and 
the buyer. Remember, the 
more restrictions you place on 
the timber buyer (and 
ultimately the logger), the 
fewer buyers will be 
interested. There are times 
when the buyer and seller 
cannot agree on some 
provisions and the sale is not 
consummated. 

Do not enter into a timber 
deed arrangement, which is 
when the timber is deeded 
over to the buyer to dispose of 
as he or she sees fit, Bolin 


warned. This is seldom in your 


best interest. 

4. Receive comp: tion 
prior to harvest. There are 
many horror stories to be 
shared, Bolin said, but suffice 
it to say that it is good 
business to receive payment in 
full prior to any trees being 
harvested. 











5. Submit the 4 percent 
harvest fee. This harvest fee, 
required on any timber sold in 
Illinois, is paid by the seller. 
The harvest fee is 4 percent of 
the selling price negotiated by 
the buyer and seller. The 
buyer must process the 
paperwork and submit the 
harvest fee to the IDNR’s 
Division of Forest Resources 
in a timely manner. This 
revenue funds the costshare 
payments made to forest 
landowners enrolled in the 
Illinois Forestry Development 
Act 

6. Inspect the harvesting 
operation. Your (or your 
forester’s) responsibility does 
not end when the contract is 
signed and you receive 
payment, according to Bolin. 
Periodic inspection of the 
harvest is necessary to ensure 
the contract is being upheld 
Remember, it is easier to get 
contract infractions rectified 
while the buyer/logger is still 
on the job. 


You should inform adjoining 
neighbors that timber will be 
harvested from your property. 
If a neighbor’s woods adjoins 
yours, make sure the property 
lines are clearly marked and 
the buyer and loggers know 
the location of these lines. 








By familiarizing yourself 
with the timber sale process, 
Bolin said, periodic harvests

Clogs are no match for 
new gutter guard device
